The 
quota this year for the whole of Alberta has been set at 
125,000.00, or less than 25c for every man; woman and 
child living in the province. Surely this is a small price 
to pay for something which is worth much more, so much 
more that value can hardly be placed upon it. Health is 
one of the greatest, assets a person can have and to tag a 
price on it would be foolish. 


If you have not sent away your donation to the T.B. 
fund yet, do so at the very next opportunity. When the 
X-Ray clinic was located in the district we needed them, 
now they need our help in fulfilling their wish that some- 
day they might return to our community. Slip that small 
amount of money into the maj! with a knowledge that you 
have helped someone else in distress.

Province Will Spend 


‘£12 NN NNO For Roads 


Present indications are that the 
whole appropriation of $18,000,000 
for highway improvements in rta 
thié year will be expended, accérdin 
to Hon. W. A, Fallow, Minister 0” 
Public Works, , 

While the porvince embarked upon 
an extensive program of grading, 
gravelling and hard surfacing in the 
spring of 1947 it was realized that un- 
favorable weather conditions and 
other factors had interfered with op- 
erations on many projects and pro- 
gress had ‘been delayed. 

The Minister has informed officials 
of the Alberta Motor Association 
that there is every proapect of: the 
whole appropriation being expended, 
through the various commitments 
made in numerous contracts, In a 
number of cases, the work will not’ be 
completed until construction is _ re- 
sumed next spring. 

Over a long period of years, the A. 
M.A. has stressed the need of high- 
way improvements, bringing the 
roads to a gtandard that will com- 
pare favorably with tourist highways 
elsewhere. This year it appears that 
the outlays for various projects will 
exceed the amount of revenue esti- 
mated from motor and truck licenses 
and the gasoline tax. 

The provincial government also is 
expected to propose at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature that the high- 
way appropriation for 1948 should be 
at least as much as that voted for the 
current year. This would mean at 
least $8,000,000 for surfacing of main 
# highway routes, for which two cents 
of the nine cent gasoline tax is ear-
